SALEM (Mass.) Oct. 18. —Judge 
White of the Essex County Probate 
Court, who, last week, ordered the 
attempt to break the will of William 
F. Searles, recluse millionaire of 
Methuen and New York. referred to 
a jury, today directed that the jury 
decide whether the will was obtained 
by fraud or undue influence on the 
part of Arthur T. Walker, the New 
York law clerk who was bequeathed 


the bulk of the estate, or Lewis 
Delafield of New York, the man 


who drew up the will. 

The court framed two other issucs 
for the jury: 

Whether the will was executed ac- 
cording to law and whether the mi!- 
lionaire was in sound mind at the 
time it was signed. 

Delafield and Walker are executors 
under the will, but the court has ap- 
pointed Augustus P. Loring and 

Ernest as special administra- 
tors during the pendency of the pro- 
ceedings. 

The will is being contested by Vic- 
tor A. Searles, a Boston artist, who 
was a nephew of the millionaire. He 
was bequeathed $260,000 under the 
will, with the stipulation that if he 
sought to break it the money should 
go instead to the University of Cali- 
fornia.

feat of soviet forces by Gen. Wran- 
gel’s army at Sinelnikovo, two soviet 
regiments stationed in the Village of 
Ribaskoe decided to surrender be- 
cause they were without food, shoes 
and clothing, according to an official 
report.

Other correspondence shows that 
ex-President Taft threatened to re- 
sign from the presidency of the 
league if it took a partisan 
in politics and reiterated his belief 
that Senator Harding will be elected 
and that “the one hope of securing 
the League with the Lodge reserva- 
tions is. through the Republican can- 
didate.” 

GOMPERS’S LETTER. 

The Hunt report said that the 
League to Enforce Peace spent $2500 
to finance a letter sent by, Samuel 
Gompers to 50,000 local unions, ask- 
ing the union members to bring pres- 
sure to bear on Senators to have 
them vote for the League of Nations. 

Other items of expenditure given 
in Hunt's report include bills for 
publication- of advertisements in 
forty-four cities throughout the 
country, and two bills, one of $24,- 
683.25 and the other $10,534.22, 
from the Western Newspaper Union. 

A letter from Theodore Marburg 
of Baltimore to Secretary Short, 
dated Aug. 12, 1920, says that the 
“most direct road to ratification (of 
the treaty) is the complete defeat 
of the political party which has 
suffered the conscienceless Senate 
band to ride its neck.” 

Another letter from Marburg to 
Short, written at Baltimore on April 
29, 1920, discussed an article on 
the League of Nations written by 
Hamilton Holt, and adds: 

ARTICLE BY HOLT. 


“I strongly urge that the article 
in question be reprinted in the type 
and style of a newspaper clipping— 
that from the Times, preferably— 
and sent to every delegate to the 
Democratic and Republican conven- 
tions before the meeting of the con- 
ventions.” 

The correspondence quotes Presi- 
dent Taft as opposed to any par- 
ticipation of the League to Enforce 
Peace in the present political cam- 
paign. A letter from Taft to Short 
on Aug. 19, 1920, says: 

“I am opposed even to a series 
of questions propounded by the 
League to Enforce Peace to Presi- 
dential candidates, Such questions 
rome” but take on a partisan atti- 
ude.”

The more formal letter which ac- 
companied the private note said in 
part: 

“The one hope of securing the 
Teague with the Lodge reservations 
ia through the Republican candidate.

LETTER TO TAFT. 

A confidential letter from Short 
to President Taft on July 18, 1919, 
says that Senator Hitchcock, Demo- 
cratic leader in the fight for the 
League of Nations, was present at 
a conference with Samuel Gompers, 
president of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor, when plans were 
made to have labor unions bombard 
Senators with pleas for ratification 
of the treaty and League covenant. 
The letter says in part: 

“You will be interested to know 
the result of a conference I had in 
Washington last Wednesday with 
Mr. Gompers with reference to 
bringing to bear the full power of 
organized labor on the Senate. Sen- 
ator Hitchcock was present and 
fully concurred in what was agreed 
upon.” 

Explaining how letters would be 
sent by Gompers to 60,000 local 
unions, suggesting they write to Sen- 
ators urging ratification of the 
treaty, Short’s letter adds: 

“These (the letters) are going out 
immediately and the work will cost 
about $2500, which I undertake to 
pay from funds of the League. 
a ee have been urging Oliver 
Wilson, master of the National 
Grange, to take similar action with 
the local granges. A telegram from 
Mr. Boyd this morning tells me that 
he has agreed and wants the work 
to go out from this office. I as- 
sume that he will expect us to pay 
the bill for that also. 

“You will be pleased to know that 
our income for the month was sub- 
stantially identical with the outgo, 
so that we are holding our own and 
have a bang balance. at the end of 
the month of $37,989.01.” 

PRESS SERVICE. 

In a letter to Taft under date of 
Dec. 10, 1919, Mr. Short asks the 
former President to indorse the 
work of “press service’ which he 
describes as an organization of for- 
mer associates of George Creel in 
the Bureau of Public Information 
during the war, “as additional’ guar- 
anty of its purpose and character.” 

The letter says, “I can say that 
Mr. Martin Eagen of J. P. Morgan 
& Co., after a thoroughgoing inquiry 
is advising Mr. Thomas Lamont to 
lend his.name and influence to it.” 

. The letter states that the foreign 
press service spent $17,532.74 from 
February to December, 1919, the 
money being provided for the *most 
Part by charitably disposed people 
who are interested in seeing the 
work go on. It is purposed now to 
raise a fund of $150,000 to finance 
the service during the second year 
of its work. 

A letter from Elihu Root to Theo- 
dore Marburg and the note to which 
it was a reply are also a part of 
the report. Marbure wrote to Root 
on Jan. 5, 1920, saying: 

“I know you feel keenly the dam-

. »« « The object of this letter is 
not to rail against the interests of 
our sister nations By our delay to 
ratify the Versailles Treaty. . . .

REPLY OF ROOT. 

To this Mr. Root replied on Jan. 
6, 1929: 

“I do regret very much the de- 
lay in ratifying the Versailles Treaty, 
but it is quite plain to me that the 
treaty never will be ratified unless 
the President is willing to permit 
the Democratic Senators to vote for 
the reservations regarding Article X, 
nor do I think it ought to be rati- 
filed without an effective reservation 
regarding that article. | 

“The point at which pressure will 
have to be applied if it is to be ef- 
fective and bring abeyt a ratifica- 
tion of the treaty is at the White 
House. : Regarding that I feel quite 
helpless.”’

camera, D. W. Griffith, with a gen- 
eral’s power of organization, has 
marshalled a new wealth of picto- 


rial beauty to shine before the be- 
Gazzied eyes of the beholder in 
“Way Down East,” which had its 
first presentation last night at Phil- 
harmonic Auditorium. The fea- 
ture represents his annual tour de 
force in the drama of the cinema, 
and it again marke a triumphant 
phase of the director's genius as an 
innovator. 

From the time of the first close- 
up Griffith has ever remained the 
pathfinder. Other directors may em- 
omg new effects before he uses them, 

ut it apparently is glwayes his duty 
to give the propér emphasis to their 
meaning. Though he may rest on 
past successes for « series of pro- 


gram pictires he never fails to bring! 


forward a cdnception revealing a 
thousand new wonders whenever 
there is a prevailing impression that 
Griffith is not what he used to be. 

Even the humanness of the story 
of “Way Down East” pales beside 
the Griffith technique. Nevertheless 
the story as he has handled it is a 
rare document of picturesque life, 
in which the character types are the 
living image of reality. The -pic- 
ture really has as great a vitality, 
and perhaps a greater in re- 
spect than the stage play when that 
was in the prime of its youth. \ 

Only in the matter of the time 
equation doeg Griffith seem to reveal 
any failing in “Way Down East.” 
He announces on the program that | 
his story is laid in the world of 
make-believe, and that it has no 
time and place.

Harold K. Vann, chief probation 


officer of Los Angeles county, will 
place his resignation with the Boaré | 
of Supervisors, through the Civil 
Service Commission, today. Il! health 


is given as the cause. The resigna- 


tion is to take effect November 15. 
and Mr. Vann will be in charge of 


the probation office until that time. 
Business interests will take him into 
the Puget Sound country, where his 
family is now located. 

Seven years ago Mr. Vann was 
appointed assistant probation officer. 
A year and a half later he was ele- 
vated to the position of chief, a 
Place he has held ever since. Dur- 
ing that time, more than 14,000 girls 
and boys have passed through the 
probation department, and the cases 
ef about 2500 adults have been 
cared for. 

About 3500 children and 500 adults 
are now under the care of: the pro- 
bation department. Mr. Yann has 
about twenty assistant probation of- 


‘lficers and ten clerks. The depart- 


ment ie the largest in the State, and 
one of the largest in the entire coun 
try. 

The department is not under the 
direct supervision of Judge Reeve, 
and the fact that Judge Reeve has 
opposed Mr. Vann, has notaing to 
do with the resignation, according 
to Mr. Vann, who declared yester- 
day that he is voluntarily leaving the 
county's service.
